Upland citrus packing houses is 
the expirimenta! process of pack- 
ing unwrapped lemons from an 
endless belt into a fibreboard box 
at half the cost of handling fruit 
under the customary system. 

Cucamonga Mesa Growers and 
Upland Lemon Growers associa- 
tion are the only two packing 
houses in this part of the country 
using the new “volume fill” and

Site at Freeway

Whether apartment houses may 
be constructed on the 10 acres 
on the east side ef Euchid avenue 
from the Ramona freeway to 
Seventh street will be partially 
decided at tonight’s meeting of 
the Upland city planning com- 
mission. The site extends from 
Euclid to Sultana avenues. 

Some owners of adjacent prop- 
erty favor the change in zone to 
permit apartment house construc- 
tion while others do not. A 
large attendance is expected at 
the meeting with William Kis- 
tinger, commission chairman, pre- 
siding. Following , decision on 
the matter, the question may he 
referred to the city council for 
final action. 

Keen interest has been evident 
regarding the issue. Voicing ob- 
jections to the suggested zone 
change at the first public hear- 
ing were Mrs. Pearl KE. Smith, 
Arthur. Asper, Gray T. Sampson 
and Stewart Devers. One resident 
Lyman Keys, suported the apphi- 
cation. 

The application for zone change 


from residential to multiple 
family was filed July 8 after 
Mrs. Mary E. Boone, long-time 


owner of the property, had signed 
a six months option for sale of 
the property to Charles Milhiser 
and L. R. Litwiller. 

At that time Mr. Milhiser stated 
the property would be developed 
in accordance with high standards 
if the zone change is permitted. 
As the site is adjacent to the Ra- 
mona freeway, he said interestea 
financers are desirous of erect- 
ing multiple family projects, 
such as apartment houses and mo- 
tels. 

At least two record of surveys 
will be submitted, one by Hubert 
Manker for three lots immedi- 
ately west of his present planned 
subdivision on W est Thirteenth 
street and Neil D. McCallum’s 
record of survey will be resub- 
mitted. His property is on West 
Ninth street. 

Organized opposition to the 
proposed rezoning from residents 
of the areas immediately adjacent 
is expected at tonight’s council 
meeting. A spokesman for the 
group objecting to the rezoning 
states that the group desires only 
to prevent cheap housing from 
being alldwed on the property 
in question. 

The protesting group wants as- 
surance that nothing but the 
highest quality apartment build- 
ings would be constructed on the 
property if rezoning is granted. 

Another objection to the pro- 
posed apartment project appeared 
to stem from the fact it is not a 
local enterprise. Members of the 
opposition have stated their opin- 
ion that outside interests would 
not be as concerned with main-

Citrus Prorate 


Among citrus growers, a question concerns 
the citrus prorate. Should it be reapplied as a 
means of conirolling the shipments of citrus 
fruit to the markets? 

Up until the 1953 marketing season, the 
U. S. department of agriculture exercised con- 
trol of orange navel shipments; a committee 
set the volume of oranges that could be sent 
from various producing areas into the nation’s 
market. The prorate was removed in 1953. 
Citrus growers are now deciding on whether 
the system of regulated shipments should’ be 
applied for the coming year. 


More Water 

How about more water for Cucamonga, 
Alta Lema, San Antonio Heights and the large 
grape-growing area east of here? Within a 
year residents of the area adjacent to Upland 
are expected to have an opportunity to decide 
on joining the Chino Basin Metropolitan -Wa- 
ter district. Water suply is critical in the 
Cucamonga-Alta Loma district as it is in most 
of Southern California. 

Growth 

This area is going to see more growth and 

development during the next 10 years than it 


did in the last 10 years, according to observ- 
ers Growth means problems—water supply, 
sewer lines, schools and expansion in every 
phase of avtivity. The Ramona freeway will 
be finished by the end of 1955 and its effect 
on local development will be observed with 
interest. 


On and on we could go in listing the top 
issues, problems and developments in the com- 
munity. It is well for all local residents to 
keep informed of what is occurring and what 
is planned. 


This is the fact about which all America 
should know. Its shocking meaning is sim- 
ple. While in every war there are a few sol- 
diers listed as missing who are never account- 
ed for, in Korea the 8,302 missing GI's total an 
unprecedented 25 per cent of the dead and 
missing. In world war No. 2 about 4 per cent 
of the total deaths were in this category. 


What about the missing GI's? There is no 
question but that these are the men, most of 
them. who died behind enemy lines with their 
hands tied about them and with bullets in 
their backs. In the casualty lists, this outrage 
hides as a simple statistic. Will the truce ne- 
gotiators consider mass murder in the same 
category with simple statistics? 


Freer World Trade Is Only 
Answer To Helping Others 


Henry Ford II certainly started something 
when he made a bold bid for freer world trade. 
He maintained that the United States, staunch 
advecate of the free enterprise competitive 
system should practice what it preaches by re- 
moving triff barriers and inviting admission 
of dn aditional five billion to six billion dollars 
worth of foreign imports annually. 

Ford’s proposal is causing quite a stir 
across the nation. It runs head on into cur- 
rent demands of the beef cattlemen for protec- 
tion against New Zealand beef, of California 
tuna industry for protection against Japanase 
tuna and the previous and successful drive of 
the dairy interests for tariff and quota limita- 
tions oneforeign cheese, fats and oils. 

Neverthefess, Ford makes sense—it is an 
economic axiom that one cannot forever ex- 
pect one’s neighbors to buy more goods than 
they can sell. Yet, that is exactly what the 
United States has done in recent years. Last 
year for example, we sold five billion dollars 
more than we purchased abroad. And we 
put out more than that amount in foreign aid. 
That's the arithmetic of it. And Henry Ford II 
has suggested the common sense remedy for it.
